Conservation Student 

Will Tell of III Work 



Alan Thain, Antioch Township 
High school student who represented 
Lake county at an Illinois Conserva- 
tion department course held at Lake 
Villa this summer, will write a series 
of articles on cons er\'at ion, it is an- 
nounced by C. L. Kutil, high school 
agricultural advisor. 

Thain introduces the series as fol- 
lows: 

"Years ago when our forefathers 
came to this country they found it 
nearly covered with forests. These 
forests abounded in both game birds 
and animals. There were many beau- 
tiful clear streams in which myriads 
of fish just wailed to be caught. Then 
as more people came, things changed. 
The forests were cut down; Jlic land 
was plowed; the wild birds anil beasts 
were slaughtered. Then things be- 
gan to happen. The land, now with- 
out vegetation, began to erode down 
into the streams. The streams became 
muddy and unfit for fish to live in. 
There was no longer, cover for game 
birds and animals. Predators such as 
crows, weasels, hawks, could easily 
catch their prey. Man wantonly de- 
stroyed also until many animals be- 
came extinct. This situation has be- 
come steadily worse instead of bet- 
ter. There are terrible floods in the 
spring and drouths through the sum- 
mer. The water table is constantly 
going down. Game birds and animals 
now occupy but a small part of their 
former range. 

"What can we do about this? The 
Department of Conservation knows. 
Let us try to understand their plans 
so that we may cooperate with their 
efforts." , ^

The prompt action of an 11-year- 
old boy, Carlie Lasco, saved his infant 
sister Staffany, one and one-half years 
old and brotlier Theodore, four, from 
death in the fire which cost the life 
of llieir mother and destroyed their 
home at Lake Benedict, Kenosha 
county, Friday. 

Mrs. Victoria Walas Lasco, 44, wife 
of Walter Lasco and the mother of 
nine children, was making jelly in 
the kitchen of their home when kero- 
sene which she- was pouring into 
the stove from a can exploded, set^ 
ting her clothing ablaze and scatter- 
ins the flaming liquid about the room. 
Mrs. Lasco snatched a blanket from 
a baby crib and wrapped it about 
her, but was unable to smother the 
flames and ran outside toward the 
family automobile which was stand- 
ing In the yard. ' ' 
. The home was already in flames, 
but' Carlie, who was just arriving 
home from school, ran to help his 
mother, and when she called to him 
that the babies were still inside, suc- 
ceeded in breaking through a screen 
at one of the windows and getting 
the two youngest children out. 
Pedestrian Fatally Injured 
Airs. Lasco was rushed to the Bur- 
lington. Wis., Memorial hospital, 
where efforts to save her life proved 
unavailing, although she retained 
consciousness until her death Satur- 
day. 

The cycle of tragedy started by the 
fire was not yet complete, however, 
for while she was being taken to the 
hospital the physician's car in which 
she was riding, struck a pedestrian 
hear Burlington, causing injuries 
from which he also died the following 
day. 

The Lasco home was burned to the 
ground, the fire having gained such 
headway . before Walter Lasco could 
be summoned to the house that no 
attempt could be made to save it. So 
intense was the heat that apples on 
trees nearby were baked by It. 

Carlie had come home from school 
early to care for a nelghlwr's chil- 
dren when he arrived upon the scene 
just in time to save his brother and 
sister.

Back last May, the War Food Ad- 
m nistrntlon purchased the eggs in 
Mlnnosota, ostensibly for war pur- 
poses. The eggs were shipped to 
C-Icvelnnd, apparently to be sent ihto 
dry warehouse storage. 

But the eggs wore transferred to 
an egg-breaking establishment in 
Missour . (No cracks, please). From 
there, the eggs (still not broken) 

were shipped to Omaha, ond from 
thence back to St. Paul, from 

- whence they had departed several 
months before. 

They were sent from St. Paul to 
Chicago, where the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Agriculture caught up with 
them, decided something ought to b^ 
done about these eggs. They had 
become bad eggs, so the Illinois 
department oflicial placed a seizure 
order against them. At last reports, 

• ;lhe state ofllclals were awaiting 
waahington approval to do away 
with these oggs. 

It only cost $4,200 in freight 
charges to send the eggs on their 

, •' cross-country joyridc.

"I was on a rather nice small island 
a little while back when we made a 
landing with a task force, but I only 
got a chance to stay for a few days 
and then had to come back to the 
mainland, where I am at present. 

"Quite some time back, I received 
Wilson King's address which his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Powles,.gave to my sister. I 
knew I wouldn't have much time to 
try and locate him.^ I made two at- 
tempts, and the first was a Jeep ride 
I'll never forget. He was located at 
the end of one of those paved New 
Guinea roads where you can stand 
in mud up to your knees and get 
dust blown in your . eyes. 

**U was a good SO-mile trip— to find 
that he was detailed to another spot 
land, as it was too late that day, I 
inade another attempt two days later, 
to find that he wasn't in. I left that 
particular place within the next few 
days without seeing him, but I left 
a note pinned to his cot that I am 
quite sure he will remember for a 
few days*. 

"Another reason why I remember 
that first ride was, that I got a ticket 
for speeding, but never did have to 
pay it, t>ecause we moved before it 
came up to the Provost Marshal. I 
so clearly remember the MP's face 
when he asked me how loiig I had 
been in the army, and I said — 'Two 
•weeks'— Well, that's when the ticket 
book came out. 

"So far, my Jap score is '0,' but 
the season isn't over yet. and 1 still 
have hopes. 

"There are a lot of them around, 
but in the hills, and every day some 
of them get so hungry that they come 
down and give themselves up. 

"At times when movies and U. S. 0. 
shows can be held, we have managed 
to do all right. 

"The only bad thing about our unit 
b that I think it is aUergic to alco- 
liol. So far, we have missed getting 
beer rations at five different places, 
and if you think we are not diy, you 
will have to think again. We all say, 
*Well, the next place will be it,' but 
at the rate we are going, I think we'll 
keep that motto until we invade the 
good old U. S. A. 

"I did receive the Antloch News 
for 16 months pretty regularly, but 
for the past four it hasn't caught up 
as yet, and I sure appreciate it 
and I know thiat everyone else who re- 
ceives it does, also. I hope you have 
my new address by now, and that I 
am in line for that iAteresting news 
again. 

"You can tell Mr. Smith from the 
First National bank that I have be- 
come quite chummy with his brother- 
in-law, Morris Riclielt, who has becii 
with us for twd and one-half months. 
There is also a fellow named Person 
from Grass Lake, whom I didn't know 
until three months ago. although he 
has been in the same battalion since 
it started 20 months ago. "There arc 
abo a few fellows from Libcrtyville 
with us. 

"Personally, I feel very well and am 
getting along fine. I hope everyone, 
in particular trom our territory, in 
the service is doing as well, and so 
with greetings to all and hope for a 
quick climvc to^he war, I'll close for 
now, and I hope to get a copy of the 
paper with the following poem in it— 

"Grc«n Heir 

"We are sitting and thinking 
Of the things we left behind; 

We would hate to put in writing 
Just what is in our mind. 

We have dug a million ditches 
And cleared off miles of ground. 

We've unloaded millions of boats 
From the docks we've built around. 

But there is one consolation, 

Gather 'round me while I tell- 
When we die we'll go to heaven, 
For we've- done our stretch in hell. 

We've built a million kitchen* 

For our cooks to bum our beans;
